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Chart 6 highlights enrollment increases: in the late 1940's the return of World War II 
veterans to college forcing the construction of man/ temporary buildings on the University's 
campuses; and in the early 1960's the "war baby boom" of the 40's reaching college age. 
To accommodate this latest surge, the University added its newest campuses, Irvine, Santa 
Cruz, and San Diego. All three were operating by 1965. To meet the growing needs of public 
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examples of square foot costs, including Group 1 (fixed building) equipment, for different 
types of buildings. To this must be added Groups 2 and 3 (movable) equipment, exterior 
site development, and management costs to arrive at total project cost (Chart 10). In most 
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
